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UGEQ Congress concludes, 
some problems unsolved

QUEBEC - The Congress of l'UnloiTGén^IflPdèTEfôcliants 
du Québoc ground to a holt yesterday afternoon with most 
of the important problems, including those concerning ed- 
ucation and regionalization, left to be solved. 

One of the more interesting resolutions passed in the final 
day called upon members to "support completely the present 
strilce at H.B. La' Grenade Shoes Ltd. and to take all steps 
necessary and opportune, for a settlement of the conflict". 

Although there wasmo debate on the resolution the vote 
was close with the McGill delegation divided on the issue. 

The Congress itself consisted of an Assembly whose duty 
it was to approve general policy for the coming year. There 
were also various commissions which studied the executive pro> 
posais before they were brought before the Assembly. 

Over the four-day. period the Congress was generally bog- 
ged down with procedural wrangling. 

A report by Richard Quay outlining the French-spcalcing 
Union's position on education for the coming year never got 
through the commission stage. 

This report, which recommended such things as free ed- 
ucation, "salaires" for students, socialization of professions, 
and nationalization of private educational institutes was refer- 
red to the 'Coordinating Committee (Comcor). 

The' cfdmmission studying the report was highlighted by 
intense debate over whether a student is a producer and there- 
fore should receive a salary. The word "salaires" was finally 
changed to "subsidies". 

There was also a strong battle over ."socialization of . pro- 
fessions" which ended.with a motion to. Ë&ange the wording to 
"socialization of pbfessionid 'servlces'.'.'i'Iliis^as defeated with 
the McGlll contingent ' voting . against tbi^unendment ' 

However, the Comcor, a small representative body,- now 
has the power to reverse any of these .decisions. 

Regionalization, a plan to form regional bodies at a basis 
for UGEQ, was approved in principle. . 

The plan presented proved unacceptable to members of 
the Classical Colleges, and Teachers' Colleges .who would lose 
their central organizations. Therefore a cbminlttee was formed 
to study the problem, and report- next year.

But God is Brazilian 

Acknowledging the fact that a change 
of the system in Brazil is not likely in the . 
immediate future, v/e may consider the. 
assumption of qudsi-dictotorial powers by 
President Humberlo Castelo Bronco a desir- 
able event. 

The present crisis in the largest arid most 
populous country of Latin America can be 
understood only if one bears certain points 
in mind. In Brazil, as in most countries of 
the area, there Is a continuous influx of 
people from the countryside into the large 
cities. This is dangerous because of the in- 
ability of the economic system — a combin- 
ation of a capitalism of the 19th century 
U.S. type and a paternalistic socialism in- 
stituted by Vargas . as port of his Estado 
Novo — to give sufficient employment to 
the new urban working class.

The inability in La|in America to suppress 
on individualism which seeks expression in 
a multitude of relatively small parties has 
avoided disastrous consequences In Brazil 
only>becauseiof the innate Brazilian quality 
of compromise:

. ment — although the only "popular" expres- 
sions of jùbilatîon came from the wealthy 
residential areas such as Copocabana in 
Rio — may be indicative of the inability of, 
a weak progressive government to spur the 
country forward to its rightful place as one 
of the leading members of the affluent 
world. 

Therefore it may be suggested that 
Bronco — a moderate rightist military in- 
tellectuol is a fitting leader to force reforms 
on Brazil, rather than leave this go to 
extreme reactionaries such as Guanoboro 
State ex-governor Carlos Lacerda or to in- 
effectual leftists such OS Goulart. 

The saving factor in Brazil at the 
moment is the tremendous confider^e^^t^at 
Brazilians have in themselves, as witnessed ■ 
by the construction of the ultra modern 
capital Brasilia, and the Brazilian pride in 
' this achievement; and as a last resort one 
is told that everything must be fine in the 
long run because Deus é brasileiro — God 
is. Brazilian.' I

The Congress also paved the 
way for a rapid entry into the 
world of international affairs. In 
addition to seeking "identical sta- 
tus" in the communist-oriented 
International Union of Students 
and the American-leaning Inter- 
national Student Congress, the 
Assembly created a Vice-Presi- 
dent for International Affairs. 
The duty of the Vice-President is 
to make contacts with foreign 
student bodies and to i^'sensitize 
the students of: Qiiebec'to inter- 
national affairs." 

A motion offering "the hospi- 
tality of Quebec students to Am- 
erican draft dodgers" which was 
passed by the International Af- 
fairs Commission did not reach 
theVA'nembly. . ' ■ 

This, along with other interna- 
tional affairs resolutions on such 
countries as South Africa, were 
sent to the Comcor.
